However, ' 
treasury officials announced some | 
time ago that quotas in the spring | 
campaign must at least be dou- | 
bled. | 

Upland’s quota at that time was 
$207,000 and the community sub- | 
scribed $244,000. 

What the people of Upland will 
‘be asked to invest in bonds at 
this time may be near the half 
million dollar mark. 

Officials are pointing out that | 
the most crucial phase of the war 
is still ahead of the Allies and 
there can be no slackening—and 
there must be an increase—in the 
civilian support of the vast armed 
forces fighting this country’s bat- 
tles.

Services Should Be Considered 


Givine prisoners an opportunity to join the armed forces 


and to fieht for their country and in so doing to gain a com- 
muted sentence from iron bars is a commendable idea sug- 
gested by Warden Laws of Sing Sing prison. This idea was 
suggested to The News months ago by P. H. MeQuillen. 
Perhaps many other people have also thought of the possi- 
bilitv of training convicts for service in the armed forees. 


Very likely many of the men in prison are just as pa- 


triotic as are other men. Very likely they are of average 
physical strength and are mentally capable of qualifying as 
soldiers. 

Giving prisoners an opportunity to volunteer would bring 
some relief to the man-power shortage, would delay the nec- 
essity of drafting fathers, and at the some time would give 
deserving conviets an opportunity to serve their nation. If 
they served efficiently as soldiers they should be given ered- 
it for ‘(good behavior’’ and aliowed to return to civilian life. 

Of course, the prisons cannot be emptied of all the des- 
perate and habitual criminals. A careful selection could be 
made by prison authorities and only the men with good 
prison records allowed to serve in the armed forces.

PIRST STEEL PLATE 
IS PRODUCED = 


Steel plates are today being 
produced at the Kaiser Co. plant | 
‘east of here and in a steady flow 
this vital material will be rushed 
to shipyards. Production of steel 
plate started yesterday morning. 

The first complete plate, which 
will be made into Liberty ships, 
rolled from the mill just 16 months 
from the date construction start- | 
ed on Fontana steel mill. 

Workmen and company officials | 
cheered as the first ingot was 
crushed and flattened between the 
heavy rollers of the huge plate | 
mill. After being passed back and 
forth through the rolling mill sev- 
eral times, the ingot emerged a 
cherry-red ribbon of tough steel. 

RUSH INSTALLATION 

Scores of the workmen who wit- 
nessed the occasion had been on 
the job more than 24 hours, rush- 
ing final installations so that plate 
could be rolled on schedule. 











SHIPPER TO YARDS 

The plate was sent out the far 
end of the building to a Santa Fe 
train, which was waiting to carry 
it with seven other plates to the 
Richmond, California, shipyards, 
| where a Liberty ship was waiting 
' to be completed. 

MACHINES COMING 

| Knowing the dire need for ship 
plate on the coast, Kaiser offic- 
ials placed the rolling mill in op- 
eration even before much needed 
equipment had been received. It 
will be at least another month be- 
fore the roughing mill—a tremen- 
| dous piece of rolling equipment 
which squeezes the ingots into 
thick rough plate thin enough to 
pass through the finishing mill— 
will be installed. 

Even though this roughing mill 
was not installed, this step in the 
operation was temporarily by- 
passed by using an ingot. small 


the finishing mill without the ne- 
cessity of a preliminary break- 
down. <A special ingot carrier was 
rigged up by Kaiser engineers to 
carry the red-hot ingots around 
the skeleton of the roughing mill 
that was in place.
